WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 6.—The Cuban question will be “up to” Congress 
on the first Monday of next month, when the regular session begins. The Senate 
is already on record in favor of granting belligerent rights to the insurgents and 
the proffer of the friendly offices of this government to Spain for the recogni. 
tion of the island’s independence. 

On February 6 the Senate passed a foint resolution embodying these decla- 
rations and sent it to the House. Speaker Reid prevented its adoption. It now 
rests in a pigeon-hole of Chairman Hitt’s Foreign Affairs Committee. 

No matter what may be the character of President McKinley’s recommenda- 
tions as to Cuba, and our relations with Spain, in his Message to Congress, it 
is foregone that the House will at once take up the question. The sentiment of 
the country 1s so overwhelmingly for Cuban independence that Congress will be 
forced to go on record, and from present indications, it will not be possible to 
again sidetrack the issue, even with Reed and Hitt on the side of further 
temporizing, as they were at the extra session, , 

To push Spain to the point of breaking off friendly relations at least, if not 
to an actual declaration of war against the United States, seems to be the tem- 
per of the country, and this feeling will certainly be reflected in Congress 

What the President will recommend to Congress cannot, of course, be stated, 
but the indications now are that his Message will be a spur to prompt action om 
the Senate resolution favoring Cuban independence 

If this prediction is verified, itis not likely that Speaker Reed, Representa- 
tive Hitt or other Republican leaders of the House will longer stand in the way 
of the passage of the joint resolution as the first step of the United States in 
the direction of Cuban independence. by 

Here is the joint resolution passed by the Senate February 6 and sent to the 


House. It passed by a vote of 64 to 6: 


Resolved, by the Senate, the House of Representatives concurring, 
That in the opinion of Congress a condition of public war exists be- 
tween the Government of Spain and the Government proclaimed and 
for some time maintained by force of arms by the peopie of Cuba; and 
that the United States of America should maintain a strict neutrality be- 
tween the contending powers, according to each all the rights of bel- 
ligerents in the ports and territory of the United States. 

Resolved, further, That the friendly offices of the United States 
should be offered by the President to the Spanish Government for the 
recognition of the independence of Cuba.

There was—there could 
have been—only one reason,-.treason in the 
face of the enemy That would have been 
published too.

“Ah, you have executed Dreyfus 
served. Would you mind sta:ing why? For 
treason in the face of the enemy, eh? Par- 
don the curiosity, but whom in the present 
instance do you consider ‘the enemy? ”’ 

It would have been a poser, wouldn’t it? 

But it Was necessary to make treason un- 
popular, as well as io get out of the way 
aman who might reveal inconvenient facts. 
So Dreyfus was sent to the hell on earth 
where he now is. The jailers seem to be 
succeeding in making an example of the 
poor captain. 

To begin with, the Iles de Salut. or Islands 
of Safety, as they are fantastically called, 
are a horror in climate. The prisoners sent 
thither are confined in iron cages on_the 
decks of the transports on the wav.

Now it appears that Dreyfus is confined 
in a cage even after reaching the island, 
Napoleon on St. Helena walked free, though 
the island was patrolled by ships of war.

SALISBURY BEING PRODDED. 


British Opinion Voiced by the News- 
papers Is That He Lacks Firce 
in the Assertion of the 
Country’s Rights. 


LONDON, Nov. 6.—“‘On the Brink” is the 
caption under which the Daily News to-day 
editorially discusses the Anglo-French re- 
lations and wonders how many times in re- 
cent years Great Britain has been on the 
brink of war with France. The same feel- 
ing is known te exist among the well-in- 
formed of both countries. The news from 
Lagos, West Coast of Africa, on Thursday 
last, that the French had evacuated Saki, 
one of the posts in the Lagos Hinterland, 
which had been occupied by thelr troops in 
contraventien of the agreement of 1889, 
leaving thet place so soon as the British 
force sent there by Gov. McCallum ap- 
peared, shows how serious the situation in 
West Africa has been and demonstrates 
that a collision between French and British 
troops in this instance was only averted by 
the retirement of the former and it further 
shows that such a collision may occur any 
day. 

Although expected the definite announce- 
ment that the Angle-Egyptian campaign up 
the Nile has been abandoned for the 
present was the signa) for a howl of dis- 
gust similar in tone to the outburst ef the 
Morning Post yesterday, which paper, in 
@ specially displayed editorial article on 
the subject, denounced the Government for 
“its hesitancy and invertebrateness on all 
great questions,’ adding that the unfortu- 
hate jesses in money and blood are due 
to precrastination, and now when the hour 
is ripe to vindicate’ Gordon and to smash 
the Mahdi, nothing is to be dene, but a 


baneful hesitation sets in, a moral influ- 
enza, which paralyzes our statesmen. 


Similar denunciations have been heard 
even from the most ardent supporters of 
the ministry. The latter's decision not to 
continue the Soudan campaign is  at- 
tributed both to lack of money and to the 
impossibility of finding British troops for 
this service until the Indian troubles are 
over. Any suggestion that the Egyptian 
troops have already broken the Khalifa’s 
back and are capable of reaching Khar- 
toum alone is frowned down until it is be- 
ginning to be whispered that the British- 
ers are agreed to let the Egyptians know 
bow much they are capable of accomplish- 
ing alone. In any case, whatever the rea- 
son for siopping the campaign may be, it 
seems to be folly, bordering on madness, to 
wait until next year to accomplish what 
could now, seemingly. be so readily real- 
ized while the Dervishes and other tribes 
aiready rescued from the tvranny of the 
Khalifa are ready to help. Indeed, the fact 
that further complications are threatened 
would seem to emphasize the advisability 
of hasten'‘ng the recapture of the Soudan. 

There is no doubt that British supremacy 
in Central Africa is seriously threatened by 
the French, whose unmistakable intention 
is to draw a horizontal line across the Sou- 
dan and cut off direct communication be- 
tween Egypt and the British possessions in 
the center and south of Africa, and the 
knowledge that Great Britain is resting on 
her Oars will cause them to redouble their 
energies. The Marquis of Salisbury is urged 
on all sides to take spirited action, and it 
is ine-sted that if funds are lack'ng, Great 
Britain must advance them or even supply 
the amount requisite to reach Khartoum. 

While the ministry is apparently vacillat- 
ing In this direction, it is showing no lack 
of energy in the dispute with the French 
regarding the Lagos Hinterland. The for- 
elgn and Colonial officers are most busily 
at work and are closely following every de- 
tail of the movements made.

The Kansas 
City, Memphis & Birmingham, running 
from Kansas City to Birmingham, has 
abandoned all passenger trains, and has 
handled little freight. The Mobile & 
Ohio, from the Tennessee line to Mobile, 
did practically no business. The Vicks- 
burg & Meridian, part of the Queen & 
Crescent system, for several weeks ran 
no traing at all. The same was true of 
the New Orieans & Northeastern. The 
Little Rock & Memphis took off all pas- 
gsenger trains. The Louisville & Nash- 
ville was badly crippled through Ala- 
bama and Miesissippi.

CLEVELAND, O., Nov. 6.—It is more than probable that upon Dr. W. P. Dun Lany, 


a brizht young inventor of this city, has fallen the good fortune 
rfected the first really practicable and successful system of transmitting and 


and 
reproducing pictures by telegraph.

For several years past announcements have appeared in the newspapers from time 
to time and from various parts of this country as well as Europe, stating that some in- 


ventur had successfully solved the problem of reproducing pictures by wire. 


Tests by 


experts, however, showed that these inventions, so far as their commercia)] value was 


concerned, were impracticable. 


But it has remained for Dr. Dun Lany to accomplish, in a very simple manner, that 
in which previous inventions have failed. Here are the details of the test and the won- 


derful result: 


A trial has just been given the Dun Lany 
machine over a telegraphic circuit of 859 
miles in length. The wires used in this clr- 
Cuit were about equally divided between 
copper and iron wire,,426 miles being cop- 
per and the remainder being No. 8 gauge 
iron wire. One hundred volts of current 
was attached to each end of the line. 

The trial resulted most successfully. 
Pictures were transmitted and reproduced 
through the 850 miles of wire almost per- 
fectiy. Every Hne and expression of the 
face was faithfully brought out at the re- 
ceiving end, and, tndéed, an artist could 
have scarcely reproduced such an exact 
fac-simile of the picture placed upon the 
revolving cylinder at the transmitting end 
of the wire as that traced out by the rap- 
fdly moving stylus at the receiving point. 

Telegraphic electricians are unanimous in 
etating that the machine is entirely practi- 
eable, and, moreover, very simple in con- 
gtruction. In fact, it may be stated that in 
the eyes of the electrical experts who have 
made a study of the matter, the simplicity 
of the apparatus is one of its strongest 
features. Then, toa the machine can be 
worked upon any telegraph line where mes- 
Sages are transmitted under the ordinary 
system, requiring only the usual amount of 
battery. An ordinary picture of a person, 
euch as is generally used for newspaper 
cuts, can be transmitted and reproduced 
over long .or short circuits in from five 
to seven minutes. 

In previous attempts to accomplish the 
feat of telegraphing pictures it has gener- 
ally been found that the mechanism could 
mot be adapted to the weather conditions, 
which are almost constantly changing the 
resistance of a wire of any considerable 
length, no matter how perfectly it may be 
insulated. It is quite evident, however, 
that In the Dun Lany machine weather con- 
ditions will have no more effect upon Its 
Successful operation than is experienced in 
transmitting messages with the Morse 
code, 

Not only can pictures be reproduced over 
long distance lines by the machine, but also 
printed or written matter can be transmitted 
and reproduced at a distant point as ac- 
curately and as easily as in the case of pic- 
tures. The inventor believes that under 
Practically the same method as eenployed in 
the present machine an entire matrix, or a 
full page of a newspaper, when properly pre- 
pared, can be placed upon an enlarged cylin- 
der and reproduced automatically by wires 
at distant points in printed form as success 
fully as pictures are eent. In fact, it may 
be stated that he has already experimented 
On this branch of work suffictently to con- 
vince him that it is enfirely feasible and he 
has already applied for letters patent con- 
Verting the transemiseion of printed or writ. 
ten matter, as well as that of his photo- 
telegraphic process. 

Experienced operators are not required in 
the operation of the mechanism, it being 
held that any person of ordinary judgment 
can acquire the necessary knowledge for 
the euccessfal working of the machines in 
@ very short time

Being flexible, the etching is wrapped 
around the cylinder and clamped on 
outer edges. The tracer remains stationary, 
but the cylinder, as it revolves, gradually 


'passes to the left, so that the tracer covers 


every line in the picture. Those lines being 
the uncovered zinc, and that metal being a 
conductor, closes.the circuit, which runs 
through the cylinder, when the tracer 
passes over them, while in passing over the 
bortions protected by the non-conductive 
paint the circuit remains open or broken, 

At the receiving end the mechanism is. 
with one or two exceptions, almost identi. 
cal with that at the trar®mitting point, 

Instead, however, of the tracer at the end 
of the arm is a regular Stylus point, used 
for making manifold copies. It is con- 
trolled by an ordinary telegraph sounder, 
which rests on the end of the arm, and 
which in turn is operated by a regular tele- 
graph relay cut in on the main circuit. 
The stylus projects downward from the 
sounder lever to the face of the cylinder. 

Several sheets of paper, between which 
are carbon sheets, are wrapped around the 
cylinder and pasted at the edge, s0 as-to 
keep a smooth surface. The cylinder, 
when in operation, gradually moves to the 
left, just as it does at*the transm.tting sta- 
tion. The sounder, of course, follows the 
tracer at the sending point and récords each 
opening or closing of the circuit, by tracing 
on the paper through the carbon sheets 
every Iine or mark appearing on the un- 
covered picture at the transmifting end. 
When the cylinder has run to the end of the 
thread it Is lifted out of its place and the 
“copy” cut from it. Fifteen or twenty 
copies of aepicture can be taken ‘simul'ta- 
neously by using carbon paper, or by using 
mimeographic copying paper any number 
desired may be secured. 
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The synchronizing mechanism, of course, 
causes the cylinders at both the sending and 
receiving ends to revolve in exact unison. 

By using specially prepared paper at the 
transmitting point messages can be repro- 
duced in facsimile form. 

In speaking of his invention,

Five Years for Ellen Peck, 
the “Confidence Queen.” 


HER DEVIOUS CRIME RECORD. 


PROCEEDINGS CHARACTERIZED 
BY SHREWDWESS THAT PUZ- 
ZLED THE POLICE. 


GOT $20,000 FROM BABBITT. 


Made Other Notable Hauls, but Final- 
ly Went Down on a Plebeian Job 
That Netted Only a Few 
Hundred Dollars.

NEW YORK, Nov. 6.—A little old woman, 
shrunken, sad, inscrutable, turned her pal- 
lid face toward the leader of twelve men 
who: filed in before Judge Cowing in the 
Court of General Sessions Thursday. 

“Guilty,’”’ said this man, in answer to the 
flamboyant interrogatory of the clerk. 

And Mrs. Elen Peck, the “Confidence 
Queen,”’ looked away without the quiver of 
a muscle, although the verdict meant, in 
all probability, that she would end her mis- 
spent life behind prison avails. For this 
brilliant criminal, thts woman of mystery, 
is 73 years old now/ and she does not look 
as if she could 8 a five more years as a 
jailbird. 

On Friday the case was called up and 
Judge Cowing sentenced her to five years’ 
imprisonment at the State Prison for Wom- 
en at Auburn. 

If B.ien Peck thought of the future dur- 
ing the brief interval before she was led 
away, there was nothing in her face to be- 
tray the fact. The lines about her mouth 
did not harcen, Her aspect was curiously 
gentle. Scores of eyes were fastened upon 
her to watch for some symptom of emo- 
tion, and she knew it. A woman of a more 
vulgar type might have braved it with a 
toss of the head, or a smile,lor a sneer. 
But Milen Peck was too much of an artist 
to show bravado. She preferred to play 
to the last the part that she had played 
so successfully all her life—the part of a 
simple-minded, austere, weil bred woman 
of affairs. 

If she did not think of the future, it 
would be amazing inceed if she dd not 
think of the past. She probably thought 
of her one previous conviction, which was 
in 1882. That Was for forging a mortgage 
and obtaining $3,000 on it from the Mutual 
Life Insurance Company—a relagmely tame 
and uninteresting exploit in © calendar 
of the “‘Confidence Queen.” Sh may have 
reproached herself for hav ng emerged from 
her retirement in o'd : to hringe her 
career to an ignominious end by being de- 
tected in a paitry jewel swindle.

The Supreme Court of Illinois has decided 
that doctors and other professional men 
may be required to give expert testimony 
witheut receiving speciat compensation, 

A personal inquiry case against the city 
of Springfield was tried before Judge 
Creighton. Dr. J. N. Dixon of Springfield 
was called as an expert witness. He re- 
fused to testify unless he was paid a spe- 
cial fee for his services. His contention 
was that his opinion was his own property 
and could net taken from him except by 
due process of law. 

Judge Creighton fined him for contempt 
of court. The court held that the doctor's 
professional knowledge was not preperty 
within the meaning of the constitution, and 
that in the exercise of the right of the court 
to summon witnesses and compel them to 
testify, if a distinction were made between 
kincs of Know.edge, the ends of justice 
would be defeated.

“Jealousy is the natural result of the de- 
ceit which inevitably accompanies the act 
of flirting, but even jealousy may be re- 
moved under proper conditions, and there- 
fore the simple accusation that a woman 
has flirted does not afford a lawful ground 
for divorce. It may lead to Infidelity, but 
the act is not of itself proof of infidelity. 
Flirting may be only frivolity, and frivolity 
is not a sin. A man may unknowingly and 
unlawfully trespass upon the property of 
another and yet not be amenable to the law.

Lippe, 
Dean and Dice and Miss Runk, the trained 
nurse, 

When the eperating-room had been made 
ready Dr. Rice went to Eddie’a cot in the 
ward and administered the chloroform, It 
took the boy an uncommonly long time to 
come under its influence.

The field of operation was cleansed with 
solution.

The chisel was driven in again and agaip 
until the furrow was an ineh and a half 
deep Only a few drops of blood had ap- 
peared to dim the field of operation and 
these came from the bone itself. 

The chisel was laid aside. Dr. Lippe held 
the limb above the knee. Dr. Sutter caught 
hold of it with one hand at the place to 
be broken and the other at the heel and 
bore upon it with all his strength. The 
bone still resisted his efforts. 

The chisel was used again and then an- 
other effort made to break the leg by man- 
ual force. Dr. Sutter pressed upon it with 
all his might. 

There was a crunching sound, barely audi- 
ble. The bone was beginning to yield. 

Another strain and the crunching eound 
was renewed. Dr. Sutter lafd the limb down 
on the table. It was straight. 

Tho osteotome had been used on the in- 
side of the bone. The pressure was exeftted 
on the outside. When the bone gave way the 
curve was eliminated. 

The tourniquet was removed, The blood 
gushed down and spurted from the opening, 
The flow was staunched, the = incision 
stitched and the wound antiseptically 
dressed. 

The operation was repeated on the left 
leg. It was the same in all respects. Ex- 
cept that it was harder to break the bone. 

Several times the chisel became wedged 
in the bone and in pryitig It loose, fragments 
of bone were broken off. The bleeding also 
was greater. It was necessary to drill near- 
ly two inches through the bone before it 
could be broken. 

Finally the doctor took hold of it as he 
had the other one, and exerted himself to 
break the bone. Once more the terrible 
crunching sound, 

Dr. Sutter laid the two legs together on 
the table. The knees touched, 

When the tourniquet was removed the 
blood gushed from the wound.

“To my mind, that was 
a plain case of hypnotism 
in the rough, such as I 
use in my business every 
day. The reporter did not 
pretend to be able to hyp- 
notize anybody, but he went 
at his task just as though 
his life depended on it, 
firnfly resolved that nothing 
could balk his purpose, In 
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hfs own mind he was invincible. That made 
success possible, and he accomplished his 
end simply because he believed in himself 
and was so much in earnest. 

“So it is with my work. When a crim- 
inal is brought before me, especially if it 
is an important case, I throw aside every 
other consideration for the time being and 
bend all my energy to the one task of get- 
ting him ta tell what he knows. In ordi- 
nary language, I put him through the 
‘sweating’ process. I use every legitimate 
means known to the police business to in- 
duce him to confess, and it 
that I fail, even in the most stubborn cases, 

“Sometimes a prisoner is brought before 
me who its firmly resolved that he will not 
incriminate himself. Sometimes he will not 
even talk, for fear that he will be trapped 
into making a confession. At first the task 
looks hopeless. But I cultivate him. I ad- 
dress him pleasantly, have him brought into 


my office frequently during the day, so as 
familiarize him with the place, and prob- 
ably do him some little favor or grant him 
some unusual privilege. Unconsciously his 
prejudice against me wears away, and in- 
side of a day or two or three he is willing 
to talk, and my time and patience are re- 
warded by a complete confession of cuilt. 
Sometimes it means a term in the peniten- 
tiary, when he wight have escaped; yet tha 
Shrewdest of criminals can be handled in 
this way if properly approached. 

“Last year a young man was arrested for 
highway robbery. It was his first crime, 
and he was very much ashamed of it. dt 
was a peculiar case, and I became much Mm- 
terested in it. I tried the power of siig- 
gestion, as I have explained, and it finally 
worked. He told me all about it, what gave 
him the idea, how he went at it, and how 
he accomplished his end. He hired a law- 
yer and contended that he was not guilty. 
His lawyer entered a plea of ‘not guilty’ in 
court, but a jury convicted him 4nd sen- 
tenced him to oné year in the penifentiary, 


“I testified against him during the trial 
and told what he had confessed to me. The 
lawyer was surprised. After the verdict 
had been returned he asked the young man 
to tell him whether he was really guilty or 
not. The prisoner said he was, ‘But why 
did you not tell me so before?’ The young 
man said he hardly knew why he had con- 
fessed to me, and the lawyer was so forci- 
bly tmpressed by the circumstance that he 
came to me and asked me if I had hypno- 
tized the prisoner. I told him I had not; 
that it was simply a case of mental sug- 
gestion, just as I have explained, and such 
as I witness every day. 

“There is nothing stranger about this fact 
than there is about the use of what is called 
suggestive thereapeutics by physicians, One 
practice is right in keeping with the other. 
If suggestion can be used successfully in the 
practice of medicine, why not in the prac- 
tice of criminology? 


“Plain, every-day hypnotism could not be 
employed by us, for obvious reasons. In the 
first place, a confession made by a prisoner 
under hypnotic influence would not be ad- 
mitted by any court as evidence. Even if 
it were admissible, there is so much preju- 
dice against the sclence that juries would 
have to wrestle with it harder than they 
now do with circumstantial evidence. Pris- 
oners have been made drunk (but not by us) 
and have -then confessed to a crime, and 
such a confession will stick unless the pris- 
oner repudiates it after he becomes sober, 
but no official has a right to put a man in 
a trance-like state, so that he does not 
know what is going on, and then extract 
from him a confession to be used against 
him when he is placed on trial, possibly for 
his life. But we have a right to influence 
a man’s mind in any manner which !s not 
unlawful, and this we do. If I am etronger 


mentally than some man who has commit-” 


ted a crime, and by the force of my mind 
on his I can cause him to admit his guilt, 
that is my advantage and his misfortune, 
He assumes the responsibility and takes the 
risk when he makes his first step toward 
crime. 


“Another drawback fs that a man cannot 
be hypnotized against his will; and, even if 
hypnotism were admissible as a means of 
determining a man’s guilt, it would be al- 
most impossible for us to make use of it, for 
every man arrested would so steel his mind 
against the plan to hypnotize him that we 
could accomplish nothing. He would know 
in advance what to expect, and our plans 
would be thwarted before we had an oppor- 
tunity to exercise’whatever power we might 
possess, 

“Many a man is dead to-day who would 
be living if he had kept his mouth shut. 
James Fitzgerald was one of them. He «hot 
and killed his sweetheart, Ann.e Naessens, 
in Carondelet {In November, 18%. Nobody 
Witnessed the crime, and he might have 
escaped but for the fact that he told a 
falsehood in the firet place. Then he be- 
Came confused. Officials took him in hand 
and worked on him until he made 
another statement. He never con- 
fessed and died on the gallows protesting his 
innocence, but his own stories and the cir- 
cumstances they revealed were ¢eufficient 
comvict him. If he had remained quiet 
the firat—place, oF if he had stuck 
to his origina: 8*°ry, the chances are that 
he would never uave been convicted.

PENNSYLVANIA Coroner after 

A months spent in deep study of the 

subject has declared his discovery of

The St. Louis alienists shrug their should- 
ers and exclaim “‘insanity,’’ when asked if 
there can be an explanation of some mur- 
derer’s plea that they killed not because 
they wanted to but because something in- 
definable has forced theen to do so. 

Dr. Edward ¢<. Runge, superintendent of 
the City Asylum for the Insane, says the 
man who kills merely to satisfy a desire 
to take life or to shed blood, differs from 
the ordinary man only in his lack of re- 
straining power. It is hie absence of self- 
restra:nt only which makes him different 
from the normal man. 

“T have had many an Insane murderer 
before me,”’ said Dr. Runge, “to whom I 
would put the question, confidentially, as 
if asking him to let me share his secret: 
‘Why did you kill this man? 

‘* ‘Doctor,’ I have had them reply, ‘I don’t 
know why. I had no reason for it. But 


sands of other persons are similarly af- 
fected. That I don’t give way to the de- 
sire is evidence of my self-control or my 
power of restraint. In my opinion the 
newspapers have told of many a plain gul- 
cide where ‘no motive is assigned,’ which 
was nothing mere nor less than a surren- 
der to the feeling to jump off, 

‘The sudden desire to kil) is only a more 
morbid form of emotional insanity, One 
case in point I remember particularly well, 

“Some years ago a laborer named Ander- 
son went home one evening only to find 
hie house dark. No supper was being 
cooked for him. His wife was not at home, 
There was even no fire in the sitting room, 
He walked away and accidentally came 
upon his wife. She was in a lumber yard, 
with several men, and they were ‘canning 
beer.’ 

“When he went home at last he found 
his wife, sleeping off her spree on the floor, 
The sight was too much for the outraged 
husband's feelings. A base ball bat was in 
a corner of the room. Anderson seized it 
and dashed out the woman's brains. 
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“Criminals never suspect that they are being influenced 
in the way they are, and would scout the idea if it were 
to them.

“Such men are unmistakably insane. The 
phase is what fre call impulsive insanity. 
The individual knows right from wrong. 
He may have made caréful plans to carry 
out his intention, plans more cunningly 
laid than most sane persons could con- 
ceive. He lacks only the resisting power. 

“IT used to have a patient—he is cured 
now, I am happy to say, for he is an ex- 
cellent fellow—who would steal anything 
from a jar of ashes in a crematory to the 
gems in Victoria’s crown if he had been 
given a chance. Whenever I would take 
visitors near this patient I would always 
warn them to look out for their pockets. 
The fellow was one,of the most expert 
pickpockets you could find. He would steal 
my handkerchief or my scarfpin while 
standing before me tellng me how much he 
regretted having had to steal from others. 
Sometimes he would cry like a baby. 

‘“ ‘Doctor, I just can’t help stealing,’ he 
would say between sobs. ‘I don’t want 
those things, but I have to take them.’ 

‘Was it the soul of seme old buccaneer 
or Arab chieftain in that man? Not much. 
His brain was deranged. He had no re- 
sisting power and he became simply an 
insane person, for I don’t think one part 
of a man’s brain can be affected without 
the whole being affected, 

“T consider an epileptic the most danger- 
ous of all lunatics. They kill for no rea- 
son; have no motive, and are unconscious 
of their action even while they are slitting 
a throat or crushing a skull, Impulsive in- 
sanity does not apply to their case.”

They sang his 
songs, repeated his verses and listened to 
the history of his life, and through it all 
there was a feeling such as the poet him- 
self might have wished—not of extreme 
sorrow at his death, but of joy at his ac- 
quaintance. 


This commemoration, it Is expected, will 
become a regular annual event in the pub- 
lic schools of Missouri, the native State of 
Eugene Field, where he labored during some 
of the best yeara of his life; and where 
some of his most popular verses were writ- 
ten. The first anniverzary of his death was 
observed last year, but coming in the midst 
of the excitement due to the national elec- 
tion, the occasion was not as fully observed 
as it might have been otherwise. Besides, 
the plans were imperfect and not generally 
advertised. But since then the matter has 
been placed in the hands of a commRtee, 
and the pleasing exercises of Thursday 
were the result. 

It is proposed to erect a monument to 
Eugene Field on the campus of the Mis- 
gouril State University at Columbia, and 
for this purpose collections were taken in 
many of the schools last year, and $300 was 
realized from small offerings. Collections 
were also made this year, although this 
feature is not compulsory, and many sub- 
stantial free-will offerings were received, 
so that it ts reasonable to presume the 
monument fund is now on a basis which 
will insure the success of the plan. 

The monument association officers are: 
W. O. L. Jewett of Shelbina, President, and 
Col. J. West Goodwin of Sedalia, Secretary 
and Treasurer. The members of the Board of 
Directors are Col. Robert M. White, Walter 
Williams, editor of the Columbia Herald; 
Gerdiner Lathrop, W. E. Spratt and H. W. 
Ewing. | 

The exercises in the public schools of St. 
Louis, the birthplace of’Eugene Field, were 
fitting this year, but not elaborate. In many 


of the schools the pupils of two or 
three rooms engaged in a joint cele- 
bration in the poet’s honor. 

Supt. Soldan -issued @ circular to 
teachers on Cet. 28, in which he said: 


“Since Eveene Field was born in our 
city and since his pure and pathetic poems 
on child-life have secured him @ lasting 
place in, the hearts of children and, teach- 
ers, brief exercises in honor of the dead 
poet on the second anniversary of his 
death would seem appropriate.” 


This circular was issued as A sugges- 
tion, not as an order,and the’observance 
of it was optional with teachers. The fact 
that not a schéol in St. Louis failed to 
comply with the suggestion is an indication 
of the love the younger generation bear 
for the poet they delight to honor. 

The favorite selection in all quarters was 
‘Jest ‘Fore Christmas:” 


Father calls me William, sister calls me Will, 

Mother calls me Willie, but the fellers call me 
Bil. 

Mighty glad I ain't a girl—ruther be a boy, 

Without them sashes, curls, an’ things that’s worn 
by Fauntleroy! 


The favorite with the girls was “The 
Little Peach,’ which relates the pathetic 
story of little Johnnie Jones and his sister 
Sue, who came to an untimely death by 
partaking of a “little peach of emerald 
hue.” 

These verses were written in 1883, while 
Mr. Field was an editorial writer on the 
Kansas City Times, and they have been 
published and sung for the amusement of 
humanity wherever the English language 
is known. 

The third in popularity was “Seein’ 
Things,” a delightful piece of verse, which 
people of all ages can appreciate, for it 
has been the experience of millions: 
‘Little Boy Blue,” which is considered the 
best of Field’a verses of childhood, was 
heard in many of the schools, but it seems 
not to have been as accessible as others, 
and was not as often recited. 

‘“‘Wynken and Blynken and Nod” came in 
for a good share of popularity, and many 
others were recited or read, according to the 
varying fancies of the children. 

Altogether Field Day in the public schools 
of St. Louls was a suécess, and there is lit- 
tle doubt that the commemoration of the 
poet’s death will be continued year after 
year. Field was born in St. Louis Sept. 21, 
1850, at what is now 634 South Broadway, 
then known as Walsh’s Row. In 1872 he 
entered upon his career as a newspaper 
worker, being first employed by the old St

In 1881 he went to Denver as managing editor 
of the Tribune, and two years later he went 
to Chicago, where he was connected with 
the Morning News, now the Record, until 
the time of his death, Nov. 4, 1895. 

Fred Field, the poet's son, 15 years old, 
is a student at Drury College at Springfield, 
Mo. His father always called him “Daisy,” 
and the nickname still clings to him, wher- 
ever he goes. 

An idea of the manner tn which Field 
Day was celebrated throughout the State 
may be obtained from the following tele- 
grams to the Sunday Post-Dispatch: 

KANSAS CITY.—The 25,000 school children 
of Kansas City honored, yesterday, the 
second anniversary of the death of Eugene 
Field, the “‘children’s poet,” by special ex- 
ercises. In every room in the thirty-eight 
schools the hour after the afternoon recess 
was devoted to the memory of the writer. 
The Board of Education had named Thurs- 
day as Eugene Field Day, and the recogni- 
tion was the more appropriate since Eugene 
Field formerly labored as a newspaper man 
in Kansas City. It was while he was in 
Kansas City that he wrote “The Little 
Peach.” This bit of verse, along with 
“Little Boy Blue,” took the honors in yes- 
terday’s exercises. It was read; it was re- 
cited; it was sung. The usual programme 
in the schools was a short talk on the poet's 
life by the teacher, followed by citations, 
of carols, lullabies and child verse. At the 
Longfellow School twenty little tots sang 
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“Little. Boy Blue” and “Wynken and 
Blynken and Nod.” Among the other well- 
known things that were given were “At 


the Door,” “Beein’ Things,’’ ‘‘Dream Ships,”’ 
“Bell Flower Tree’ and “Two Little Shee- 
zucks.” 


MACON, Mo.—Field Day waa observed in 
some of the departments of the public 
schools, but no collections were taken.

Each pupil bore 
proudly upon his breast a pretty badge 
bearing the legend: “I Love Eugene Field, 
Second Anniversary, Nov. 4, 1897." Nickel 
and penny collections were taken in every 
room for the monument fund. 

JOSEPH, Mo.—A Field monument pro 
gramme was rendered at the High School 
by the Alpha Phi Society to-day. A telegram 
received from Mrs, Field assuring the pu- 
pils that her heart was with them was read 
by the President of the school.

More rabbits are shipped to St. Louts, s0ld 
in St. Louls and eaten in St. Louis than 
in any other city on*this continent. 

The West, the Southwest, the Northwest, 
and. at some seasons of the year, every 
State in the Union, contribute to the pam- 
pered palates and the appetites of the peo- 
die of St. Louis. 

From St. Louis venison, bear meat, quail, 
pheasants and wild ducks are shipped 
broadcast around thé country within a 
radius of several hundred miles. St. Louls 
rabbits find their way to New York and 
help make that city the second greatest 
rabbit consuming market in America. 

If all the venison that is shipped to St. 
Louls during any business day in December 
were combined and made into one animal 
that deer would be forty feet high and six- 
ty feet long. 

For five months of the year the local re

ceipts of rabbits will average 1,000 dozens, 
or 12.000 rabbits per day. Combine all these 
rabbits into one and he would be 16 feet 
long and $2 feet high, big enough to make 
a stew which would feed the population ofa 
city. 


The receipts of ducks will average 200 
pairs a day. These would make a water 
fowl 24 feet long and 9% feet high, big 
enough for a man who never saw a gun 
to scatter shot into on his first try. 

During the game season 400 dozen quail 
are dally shipped into this market. These 
would make a Bob White 46 feet long and 
23 feet high, big enough to eat up half a 
dozen pointer or setter dogs at a gulp ag 
easily as a quail of the ordinary size would 
pick up half qa dozen pine cones. 

Of pheasants 200 dozen a day come ini 
the market. They would make a bir® ¢l 
feet long and 16 feet high, a bird big 
enough to fly for miles with 40 men perched 
upon his back. 

The open season began last Monday. 
Quail, grouse and venison cannot boa 
killed after January 1 in this State, 
and in those two months the local 
dealers receive enough to last the con- 
sumers until about the first of April, 
Of course it is frozen and stored in 
refrigerators, 

Ducks, wild turkeys, rabbits and 
equirrels can be slaughtered until 
the first of March. Rabbits for 
the St. Louis Market come 


from Missouri, Illinois and Kansas. The 
black-tailead Montana jacks find a readier 
sale than do the local cotton-tails only be- 
cause they are better lookers. Rabbit eat- 
ers say the meat is no better. 

Marketable bunnies are most plentiful 
just after a big snow. In the country the 
snow covers the fields and the rabbits are 
unable to run, Then they are slaughtered 
by men, boys and dogs. A stick is generally 
the instrument of death at such times. 
After one great snow, in the winter of 1595, 
10,000 dozen rabbits were received and put 
on sale in one day in St. Louis and rab- 
bits were so cheap they were almost given 
away. } 

Next to snow, water is the rabbit’s great- 
est enemy. Spring freshets, flooded creeks 
and high rivers drive him to land, and along 
the bottoms thousands of them are driven 
to high land surrounded by water. Men 
in rubber boots or in boats hunt him then, 
and thousands are slain with sticks. 

Quail come from Missour!l, Illinois, Kan- 
gas and the Indian Territory. Nat Wetzel, 
president of the St. Louis Game and Poul- 
try Company, who ts corisidered the best- 
posted game man in town, says his advices 
are that birds have not been as plermiful 
in twenty-five years. 

Wild turkeys come principally from Ar- 
kansas, but many are shipped here from 
Old Mexico and other far Southern points. 

The bulk of the venison comes from what 
is called loca] territory, that is, the woods 
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and swamps of Missouri, Kansas, Arkansas 
and the Indian Territory. Bear meat comes 
principally from Arkansas, but the black 
bears of Minnesota are bought by commis- 
sion men because of the value of the fur. 

Until the Dingley tariff law went into 
effect a great deal of game was shipped in 
from Mexico. Now there is a tariff of 2 
cents a pound levied on game importations 
and very little comes in from Mexico as a 
consequence, 

Canvas-back ducks come from Chesa- 
peake Bay, with a few from Southern wa- 
ters. Teal ducks come from Utah, and 
redheads, a toothsome and tender variety 
of good size, are killed on the bays and 
inlets of the coast of the Gulf of Mexico. 

Pheasants come from several States, but 
Texas supplies the greater proportion. J. 
J. Long, a dealer in general merchandise 
at Mobeetie, Tex., has.a dozen hunters in 
his employ, and for several years he has 
shipped more prairie chickens than any 
man or firm in the United States. 

Most of the big St. Louis game dealers 
have their own hunters at work killing for 
them. 

“We have ninety hunters on our staff,’’ 
said Mr. Wetzel, “and they keep us pretty 
well supplied with game of all kinds. ‘They 
generally begin shooting quail thirty days 
before the season opens and keep it up 
from thirty to sixty days after its close, 
We have three branch houses and a hunt. 
ing house-boat on the St. Francis River. 
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The game is generally shipped to us in 
refrigerator boxes packed with ice, and we 
put it through a regular course of refrig- 
eration, just as meat is treated. This re- 
frigerated game can be kept a year or 
two if necessary. 

“I regret to say the refrigerating faclili- 
ties of St. Louis are not good, and most of 
our game has to be shipped to Chicago for 
the freezing process. 

“The way we get our ducks is quite inter- 
esting to those who do not wUnderstand. 
Ducks summer in the North, and with the 
first cold weather begin their winter mi- 
gration South. They follow the cold weath- 
er South, and our hunters follow the ducks. 
Thirty days ago our men were watching 
the ducks on the Northern lakes and in 
Canadian waters. When the ducks started 
South the hunters started down with them. 
Ducks stay in the same water a week or 
two on a stretch or until the weather 
changes drive them on. When they stop fly- 
ing, on these pauses in their journeys, the 
hunters shoot. By the whereabouts of our 
hunters we @an tell where the ducks are 
until they wind up, about Christmas, in the 
waters of the Gulf of Mexico and the South 
Atlantic.” 

The ninety hunters employed by Mr. Wet- 
zel some are paid regular salaries, but they 
are trustworthy men who have been shoot- 
ing for the market, or “pot-hunting,” as it 
is called, for years. Most of the men are 
paid eo much money per head for game or 
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recelve the proceeds of the sales less com. 
missions and expenses, 

Fremont Houston, a celébrated shot and 
all-round woodsman, living at El Dorado, 
Kan., ie one of the best and most success- 
ful hunters tn Mr. Wetzel’s employ. He 
leaves this week for the hunting grounds in 
the Indian Territory, where game of all 
kinds is very abundant this season. He will 
epend the winter shooting In the territory. 
Another of the successful hunters is Charles 
Wolf of Clearwater, Neb. He pots any 
amount of prairie chickens yearly for the 
St. Louis market, and is one of the best 
shots in America on prairie chickens. 

J. A. Abrams of Arkansas, the celebrated 
‘“nump-gun shot,” Mr. Wetzel would back 
against any duck hunter in America. 
Abrams is a typical Arkansas hunter, and 
would put to shame any velvet-coated 
sportsman in a half-hour’s work among the 
ducks. He shoots a repeating shotgun, and 
can pump five loads of shot into a bunch of 
ducks every time they fly over him, and he 
never gets less than five ducks. 

But Mr. Wetzel has never heard of Jake 
Untreiner, a big, raw-boned chills-and-fever 
German, who lives in the marsh in Mobile 
Bay, and who raises children and “truck” 
and shoots ducks In the winter. The wild 
celery that grows in the fresh water lagoons 
around Mobile Bay makes that one of the 
finest duck-shooting places in the country. 

Down there ducks are hunted so much 
they become educated to their danger. They 
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keep out of range of the deadly blinds bee 
hind which are men with guns in boats, and 
they can tell the wooden decoys as far off 
as they see them bobbing on the water. 

The ducks roost on the water at night in 
great numbers and feed at the first break 
of day. Untreiner rigged up a pirouge, @ 
narrow boat made from a hollowed log, for 
a crusade against the ducks. He fixed @ 
sweep from the stern, and rigged up a size 
bore specially manufactured double-barreled 
shotgun on swivels in the bow. 

By atretching himself full length im the 
bottom of this boat he drifted with the tide 
down on the ducks. He had no difffoulty 
in steering his boat with a foot through & 
loop on the handle of the sweep, His boat 
looked like a log floating down im the 
night, and, as it was nholselesa he had 8@ 
difficulty in getting within range. Where 
he saw a blacker surface on 
water there the ducks were. Without move 
ing he almed his howitzer and Sred one bam 
rel. 

In an instant, as the unkilled or Ui 
maimed ducks arose, the other barrel wae 
let go. In the morning Untreiner pieked Up 
ninety-two dead ducks. He doesn't knéw 
how many gars and other fiah pulled down, 

The hunter got two shots at the dueks 
every night that season, and they became

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GHOSTS OF THE UNHAPPY DEAD 
SPREAD CONSTERNATION THROUGH A COUNTY. 
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Raps Protest Against the Destruction | Hundreds Heard 


of a Coffin Box in Which a Widow 
. Wanted to Be Buried. 


WEST POINT, Ky., Nov. 4.

GENUINE ghost scare has been exciting all of Meade County and every 


night for weeks people have flocked to Muldrough, five miles south of here, 
from the whole country-side to listen to the weird manipulations, which 
consist of loud thumpings on a coffin box. 

There are unbelievers in the uncanny who have boldly investigated, but they 
have been unable to account for the strange noises and cannot even advance @ 
theory of natural causes. 

The coffin box is located at the house of Harry Gill, a farmer who lives about 
It once contained the coffin of Zach 
Gill, an uncle of Harry, who died about seven years ago. Strange to say, the 


one and one-half miles from Muldrough. 


manipulations only began when the box was removed from its resting place in 
the garret and they ceased the moment it was taken back. 

Zach Gill committed a cold-blooded murder in 1888. He was a man of violent 
temper, who farmed, in @ smal] way, and at odd times engaged -in distilling 
whisky. One day, enraged at some small offense, he whipped Charlie Jones, a boy 
who workéd for him. The boy’s mother, Mrs. Minerva O. Jones, caused the ar- 
rest of Gill. He was tried by Justice Keith at Rock Haven and fined, $10. In 
sane with anger he hurried to his home, loaded his shotgun and, retracing his 
steps, laid in wait for the Widow Jones as she went home from the house of the 
Justice. He fired both barrels into her body at close range and she fell dead in 
her tracks. 

till was arrested and laid in jail a long time at Brandenburg, Ky. He was 
convicted of murder in the first degree and sentenced to be hung. The Cgurt of 
Appeals affirmed the decision of the lower court, but shortly before the date set 
for the hanging the prisoner developed marked symptoms of insanity. 

He was not shamming. His disease was water on the brain and his head 
swelled until it was nearly twice its normal size.. He was declared insane and 
was removed to the State Lunatic Asylum at Anchorage, near Louisville, then 
in charge of the late Dr. Pusey, formerly of Garnettsville, this county, and whoa 
had known Gill all his life.

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asylum he died. The body was shipped to 

the widow at Muldrough, and was buried in 

the village churchyard at Garnettsville. 
The coffin was shipped In an ordinary un- 


dertaker’s box. The box was stored in the 
garret of the Gil house, and the widow in 
Aner grief declared that the box which had 
inclosed her husband's coffined body should 
eerve as her coffin. In no-other receptacle 
could she rest, ehe declared, and she kept 
the box for that purpose. 

- But time assuaged her grief, and she 
found consolation In the attentions of Harry 
Gill, her husband’s nephew. They were 
married, and the new husband went to Live 
at the Gill homestead. 

The match was not a happy one, and 
Mrs. Gill often complained of her husand’s 
neglect. Some time ago she was stricken 
with pneumonta and died. The widower re- 
fused to honor her request to be buried in 
the old coffin box she had kept for seven 
years, and the body was interred in a cof- 
fin. | 

A few weeks ago Gill wanted some lumber 
to make some fruit crates and a chicken 
coop. He bethought him of the old coffin 
‘box and brought it down from the garret, 
where it had jain undisturbed since it was 
first placed there. He placed it on the porch | 
and went to work. After making one cut 


with the saw he was called away on busi- 
ness, and did not resume work on it. 
That night the family was awakened by 


repeated knockings. It was supposed to be 
some neighbor knocking at the door, The 
door was opened but no one was In sight. 
The door was closed, but the knockings con- 
tinued. They were fairly loud, but slow, 
averaging thirty to the minute, and there 
was something awe-inspiring in the meas- 
ured thumps, 

Gill investigated and finally traced the 
gounds to the coffin bok. Thinking a 
chicken had become jmprisoned in it, or 
geome other living thing, he took off the lid. 
The box was empty. 

Then he thought perhaps a woodpecker 
had found worm holes in the sides of it, and 
he carefully explored the exterior: of the 
box. He found nothing, but the measured 
knocking went right on, even as he stood 
there. They continued until dayliht and 
then ceased, 


Next day Gill examined the box carefully, 
inside and out. He could find nothing to 


account for the queer noises. 


That night the mysterious sounds Again woke up the family. Gill's father, 
mother and sister, Miss Sallie Gill, hag come to live with him after the death 
of his wife, and they were greatly exercised over the manifestations. 

The story Was told about the neighborhood, and on the third night there 
were several curlous watchers. Towards midnight the knocking begap on 
schedule time and continued for severa] hours. 

The strange news spread to the towns and villages throughout Meade and 
in parts of Hardin County. The crowds increased nightly. Parties of young 
people, the beaux and belles of Garnettsville, Vine Grove, Grahamton, Branden- 
burg, West Point and places as far as twenty miles away were made up to g0 
and hear the Gill ghost. They went horseback, in buggies and farm wagons 
to hear the “haunt.” It became a country attraction just as a camp meeting or 
picnic would be. 


Occasionally some bold unbellever in the supernatural would remove the lid, 
and explore the box, but they found traces of neither trickery nor patural 
causes for the sounds. 

Finally Gill tired both of the welrd noises and the nightly influx of curious 
visitors on his premises. He moved the box to the yard, some distance from 
the house. The only difference was that the noises increased in volume. From 
taps they became loud thumps, 

Then he moved the box to a deserted log cabin on his farm, about 400 yards 
distant from the house. The nightly thumpings kept up louder than ever. 

Finally Gill moved the box back to the porch, and stil! expressing a disbe- 
lief in the supernatural, he announced that he would carry out his original inten- 
tion of sawing up the bex and putting it to some practical) use. 

His father dissuaded him, and urgéd him ‘to put the box back In the gar- 
ret and let the perturbed spirit rest. 


The box was taken bgck to the garret and placed in the same position it 
had jain in for seven years, The noises ceased. The spirit was at rest. 
Opinion is divided in the country. Some declare that Zach Gill's spirit caused 
all the disturbance. Most people argue that it is the spirit of the wife. De- 
prived of her will that her body should occupy the box, they say it is plain that

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~LINCOLN'S LETTER TO A KENTUCKY SWEETHEART 
IN ONE OF THE LOVE AFFAIRS OF HIS EARLY MANHOO 


First Publication of a Fac Simile Letter From Abraham 
Lincoln, Then a Struggling Lawyer, to 
a Kentucky Beauty.

R. VINEYARD, a leading attorney 

B of St. Joseph, Mo., has a series of 

® letters written by Abraham Lin- 
coln addressed to Mr. Vineyard’s mother 
when she was a girl, sixty years ago. Her 
maiden name was Mary Owens, and she 
was one of the most beautiful women in 
Kentucky, the daughter of a proud and dis- 
tinguished family. One of his biographers, 
in writing of this love affair of Lincoln, 
says of Mary Owens: 

“She was tall, weighed 120 pounds and 
had large blue eyes, with the finest trim- 
m ings within the gift of nature. She was 
jovial, well educated, wealthy and exceed- 
ingly’ popular. None of the poets or fro- 
mance writers have ever given us a pen 
picture of a heroine so beautiful as Mary 
Owens in 1836." 

It was during that year, while she was 
visiting a sister in Menard County, Dlinols, 
that Miss Owens became acquainted with 
Abraham Lincoln. He was tall and awk- 
ward, tender-hearted as a woman, yet 4s 
rough as an ox. : 

Although he was only 27 years of age, Lin- 
coln was then a member of the Illinois Les- 
islature. His eloquence was simple but ef- 
fective, and he was able to move an au- 
dience when other speakers could hardly 
hold their attention. With all that, he was 
only a struggling young lawyer. A few ven- 
tured to predict for him a\career out of 
the ordinary, but at that time, a quar‘er of 
a century before his elevation to the Presi- 
dency, it is doubtful if even his most ar- 
dent admirers believed the young back- 
woodsman would ever achieve national rep- 
utation. 

He then resided in Springfield, as he con- 
tinued to do for many years. To him, he 
once said, the place was “a busy wilder- 
ness,” from a social point of view. Since 
he had been there, he said, he had been 
spoken to by only one woman, “and would 
not have been seen by her if she could have 
avoided it.” 

t is little wonder that a man of his sus- 
ceptible nature should have become infat- 
uated with such a woman as Mary Owens 
on sight, and it is a matter of record that 
he did so. Yet, withal, he was sensible. He 
made love to her, but he did it modestly, 
and with the candor and sincerity which 
was characteristic of his whole life. 

After a brief visit with her Mlinols rela- 
tives, Miss Owens returned to her home in 
Kentucky. Lincoln begged for the privi- 
lege of corresponding with her, and kt was 
granted, For several months they ex- 
changed letters regularly. Some of these 
letters were preserved and are now in the 
possession of Mr. Vineyard. 

There was nothing flowery about Lin- 
coln’s love letters. He found a way to tell 
Mary Owens that he loved her, yet he did 
not approach the ultra sentimental style of 
expression. In fact, some might>say that 
he was not ardent enough in his wooing, 
and might attribute his failure to that 
cause. But he was modest throughout his 
life, and it is barely possible that he did 
not appreciate his own abilities. But it is 
not surprising that he, as a briefless bar- 
rister, should hesitate to express the fulil- 
ness of his heart to the proud daughter of 
a distinguished family, and it is hardly to 
be wondered at that she should fail to en- 
courage his suit, however she might ap- 
preciate his worth. 

In 1837, during the year after he met Miss 
Owens, Lincoln bluntly proposed marriage. 
She held him in such hjgh esteem that she 
did not abruptly decline the offer, but in a 
mild, considerate manner intimated that his 
attentions would be unavailing. Even he 
suggested that it would not be wise for 
her to accept his Offer, as will appear from 
the following lettér: 


SPRINGFIELD, May 7, 1837. 

Friend Mary:—I have commenced two let- 
ters to send you before this, both of 
which displeased me before I got half done 
and so J tore them up. The first I thought 
wasn't serious enough, and the second was 
the other extreme. I shall send this Ss, tury 
out as it may, 

This thing of living In Springfield 1s 
rather a dull business after all, at least 
it is to me. I am quite as lonesome here 
us [ever was anywhere in niy life. I have 
been spoken to by but one woman since 
I've been bere, and should not have been 
by her, if she could have avoided it. I've 
never been to church yet, nor probably shall 
be soon.

Dear Madam—Without apologizing for 
being egotistical, I shall make the history 
of so much of my life as bas elapsed since 
I saw you the subject of this letter. And, by 
the way, I now discover that, in order to 
give a full and intelligible account of the 
things I have done and suffered since I saw 
you, I shall necessarily bave to relate some 
that happened before. 

It was, then, ir the autamn of 1836 that 
a married lady of my acquaintance, and 
who was a great friend of mine, being about 
to pay a visit to her father and other rela- 
tives residing in Kentucky, proposed to me 
that on her return she would bring a sister 
of hers with her if I would engage to be- 
come her brother-in-law with .all convenlent 
dispatch. I, of course, accepted the proposal, 
for you know I could not have done other- 
wise, had-I really been Ydverse to it. But 
privately, between you and me, I was most 
confoundedly well pleased with the project. 
I bad seen the said sister some three years 
before, thorght her intelligent and agree- 
able, and saw no objection to plodding 
through life band in hand with her. Time 
passed on, the lady took her journey and fn 
due time returned, sister in company, sure 
enough. This astonished me a little, for her 
coming so readily showed that she was a 
trifle too willing: but, on reflection, it oc- 
curred t@ me that she might have been 
prevailed on by her married sister to come 
without anything concerning me ever having 
been mentioned to her. And so I concluded 
hat, if no other objection presented itself, 
I would consent to waive this. All this oe- 
eurred to me after hearing of her arrival 
in the nelghborhood, for, be it remembered, 
I had pot yet seen ber, except about three 
years previous, as above mentioned. In a 
few days we had an interview and, although 
I bad seen her before, she did not look as 
my imagination had pictured her. I knew 
she was oversize, but she now appeared a 
fair match for Falstaff. I knew she was 
called an ‘‘old maid,’’ and I felt no doubt 
of the truth of at least half of the appel- 
lation. But now, when I beheld her, I could 
not for my life avoid thinking of my 
mother; and this not from withered feat- 
ures, for ber skin was too full of fat to 
permit of its contracting into wrinkles, but 
from her want of teeth, weather-beaten 
appearance in general and from a kind of 
notion that ran in my head that nothing 
could have commenced at the size of. in- 
fancy anf reached her present bulk in less 
than thirty-five or forty years. And, in 
short, I was not at all pleased with her. 
But what could I do? I had told her sister 
I would take her for better or worse, and 
I made a point of honor and conscience in 
all things to stick to my word, especially 
if others had been induced to act on it, 
which in this case I had no doubt they 
had, for I was now fairly convinced that 
10 other man on earth would have her. and 
hence the conclusion that they were bent on 
holding me to my bargain. ‘‘Well,”’ thoucht 
I, ‘I have said it and, be the consequences 
what they may, it shall not be my fault if 
I fail to do it.’’ At once I determined to 
consider her my wife, and, this done, all 
my powers of discovery were put to work in 
search of perfections Im her which might 
be fairly set off against her defects. I had 
tried to imagine her handsome, which, but 
for her unfortunate corpulency, was actually 
true. Exclusive of this, no woman that I 
have even seen bas a finer face. I also tried 
to convince myself that the mind was much 
inore to be valued than the person, and in 
this she was not inferior, as I could dis- 
cover, to any with whom I bad been ac. 
quainted. 


Shortly after this, without coming to any 
positive understanding with her, I set out 
for Vandalia, when and where you first saw 
me. During my stay there I had letters 
from her, which did not change my opinion 
of either her intellect or intention, but, on 
the contrary, coufirmed it in both. 

All this while, although I was fixed ‘‘firm 
as the surge-repelling rock,’’ in my resolu- 
tion, I found [ was continually repenting 
the rashness which had led me to make it. 
Through life I have been in no bondage, 
‘either real or imaginary, from the thrall- 
dom of which I so much desired to be free. 
After my return home I saw nothing to 
change my opinion of her in any particular. 
She was the same and so was I. I now spent 
my time planning how I might get along 
through life after my .contemplated change 
of circumstances should have taken place, 
and how I might procrastinate the evil day 
fora time, which I really dreaded as much, 
perhaps more, than an Irishman does the bal- 
ter. 

After all my suffering upon this deeply in- 
teresting subject, here I am, wholly unex- 
pectedly, completely out of the ‘‘scrape,"’ 
and now I want to know if you can guess 
how I got out of it—out, clear, in every 
sense of the term; no violation of word, 
honor or conscience. I don't believe you can 
guess, 80 I might as well tell you at once. 
As the lawyers say, it was done in the man- 
ner following, to-wit: After I had delayed 
the matter as long as I thought I could in 
honor do (which, by the way, had brought 
me round into the last fall), I concluded I 
uuight as well bring it to a consummation 
without further delay, and so I mustered 
my resolution, and made the proposal to her 
direct, but, shocking to relate, she an- 
swered no, At first I supposed she did it 
through an affectation of modesty, which I 
thought but ill became her under the pe- 
cullar circumstances of her case, but on my 
renewal of the charge, I found she repelled 
it with greater firmness than before. I tried 
it again and again, but with the same sne- 
cess, or rather with the same want of suc- 
cess, : 

I was finally forced to give it up, at 
Which I found myself mortified beyond en- 
durance. I was mortified, it seemed to me, 
io a bundred different wars. My vanity was 
deeply wounded by the reflection that I had 
beeen too stupid to discover ber intentions, 
and at the same time never doubting that I 
Gaderstood them perfectly; and also that, 
she, whom I had taught myseif to believe 
nobody else would have, had actually re- 
jected me, with all my fancied greatness. 
And, to wae the whole, I then, for the first 
time, began to suspect that I was really a 
little Vs love with her. But let ft all go. 
Vil try ana outiive it. Others have been 
made fools of by the girls, but this can never 
with truth be said of me. I most etm phati- 
cally, in this instance, made a fool of my- 
self. I have now eome to the conclusion 
hever Sgain to think of marrying, and for

“Tt {ig inhuman. Relatives frequently 
wish to claim the body of a lovéd one, 
even though he may have been a mur- 
derer. To deliver it to them decapitated is 
cruel,” :

“That is worst of all. If the screw 
misses the spinal cord, as it often does, 
the suffering is intense. 

“T believe in the principle of capital pun- 
ishment, and hanging, properly done, is the 
only method by which it should be carried 
out.

Trustees Are Quietly 
Working to Secure It 
When Moved. 


‘The 


AN IDEAL SITE FOR IT OFFERED 


The Pretty Spot Destroyed by the 
Tornado Deserves Some Effort 
by the City to Restore 


Its Attractiveness. 


ITIZENS residing In the neighbor- 
hood of Lafayette Park are prepar- 
ing to demand compensation for 

what they regard as either an intended af- 

front or ill-advised neglect of their rights 
on the part of the City Fathers. 

They want to see Lafayette Park what It 
Was before the tornado—the most beautl- 
ful small park tn the United States. 

The pretty breathing place of the South 


Beautiful structures, bullt out of the mu- 
nificence of residents of the fashionable 
district about the park, were torn asun- 
der. Hundreds of trees that had been 
jealously nourished and fostered for years 
were destroyed. : 

All that willing hands and open purses 
could do to restore the park has been done 
by surrounding property holders, but they 
believe the city has been remiss in the 
performance of a duty. To-day the park 
ia in little better condition than it was 
when the debrig left in the tornado’s track 
was removed. 

Unsightly remnants of once stately trees 
rear themselves as if in mockery of a mis- 
taken system of economy, which sets the 
spoils of office holders before municipal at- 
tractivenesa and comfort, 

At night inky darkness settles over the 
once beautiful oasis. There have been no 
lights there since the tornado. 

All that has been done has been accom- 
plished by the residents in the vicinity 
through the three special trustees who have 
charge of the park except that $10,000 was 
appropriated by the city shortly after the 
tornado, 

When the appropriations for 1897 were 
made the Municipal Assemmbly !gnored La- 
fayette Park entirely though an annual 
appropriation of $5,000 for the park had 
been made for years. 

In addition to-this the maintenance fund 
was seriously cut. 

tesidents of the district keenly feel the 
affront offered them. They realize they 
can expect no monetary help from the city 
this y.ar, but they hope for compensation 
of another kind. 

A bill is now before the Assembly provid- 
ing for the removal of the magnificent 
bronze statue of Gen. Grant from Lucas 
square to the grounds adjoining’ the New 
City Hall. 

The trustees of Lafayette Park want the 
statue. They have been at work quietly 
and believe there is a chance for success, 

They do not feel that they are asking a 
favor or begging a concession. They feel 
that some comovensation is due for the 
city’s neglect of the park and believe that 
a spirit of fairness will prompt the city’s 
legislators to acknowledge the weight of 
their “claicn. 

They have another argument. 

They bélieve with many other citizens 
that the colossal beauty of the statue will 
be dwarfed in contrast with the big City 
Hall building. 

They stand ready to offer a site in the 
prettiest residence section of Central] St. 
Louis where the statue will have waving 
trees and a beautful vista to accentuate 
its beauty. 

Nelson Cole, chairman of the Board of 
Trustees of the park, has already inter- 
ested members of the assembly in the pro- 
ject and has the assurance of several that 
they will consent to the amending of the 
bill now before the House of Delegates so 
as to change the preposed site from City 
Hall square to Lafayette Park. 

Mr. Cole is a man of business. He fs a 
man of the type to compel success. He be- 
lieves he will succeed In his present venture. 

“We residents of the Lafayette Park dis- 
trict feel that the city owes us something,” 
sad Mr. Cole to a Post-Dispatch reporter.

THE WATER DEPARTMENT AN OBJECT LESSON 
IN MUNICIPAL OWNERSHIP OF PUBLIC WORKS. 


HB practicability of municipal owner- 
ship was never so thoroughly illus- 
trated as in the case of the Water 

Department of this city. 
Millions and millions have been expended 
in the building and extension of the water- 


works, more millions for operating and 
maintaining the service, yet It has always 
yielded a revenue or footed up even for any 
period of three years during the past 
twenty. 

It is customary to decry the honesty or 
efficiency of the management ofa great pub- 
lic business of so-called politicians. When 
the Director of the water works of Moscow, 
Louls recently, he shook 


idea of men inexpert in water service being 
appointed from the common people to man- 
age such an institution. The water-works of 
Moscow are owned by the Government, con 
trolled by the appointees of the Czar, re- 
sponsible to nobody and a century behind 
those of St. Louts. 

In the city of Chicago last week, pecula- 
t'ons in the shape of rebates to the extent 
of more than $100,000 were unearthed. There 
the system is managed by the commissioner 
alone, and now the city is demanding that 
this gigantic department ehall be controlled 
by a water board. 

This city long ago acquired that trick 
There was first a water commissioner, then 
an assessor and collector of water rates, 


(and finally a Board of Public Improvements 


, , 


sitting as a court of supervision and con- 
trol. 

Water Commissioner HbIman ia naw in 
Europe studying the best methods of filtra- 
tion, and ere long that essential feature 
will be added to the water department of 
this city. For years the most persistent ef- 
forts have been made by private concerns 
to furnish the municipality with a water 
filter and perform the service at public cost, 
but the Board of Public Improvements 
have steadily rejected every such proposi- 
tion, declaring that nothing shall be ap- 
proved by them divorcing at any point the 
ownership and control of the water-works 
by the city. 

Chef Clerk Holland is the Acting Com- 
missioner in the absence of Mr. Holman, 
Valuable figures and facts in his posses- 
sion demonstrate the success of the city’s 
ownership of the system over which he pre- 
sides. 

Mr. Holland says his comparative records 
are more complete since the date of the 
expansion of the water-works by the adop- 
fin of the scheme and charter in 1878, nearly 
@neteen years ago. This was the time 
when the service passed into the contro! 
of the Board of Public Improvements and 
began {ts marvelous story of success.

They show, among 
other things, that the cost of operating and 
maintaining has risen from $186,000 in 1879 
to $401,000 in 1896; cost of laying water pipe 
from $71,000 to $391,000; extension of pump- 
ing works from $218,000 in 1883 to $362,000 @ 
year in 1896. 

The revenues have t!ncreased at even . 
greater ratio. From 1879 to 1889 the average 
income to the city was a trifle over $800,000 
a year; s.nce then it has grown to $1,300,000, 
The number of gallons pumped into the city 
annually has developed from 8,(00,000 to 20,< 
000,000. In 1879 there were only 191 miles 
of water pipe. Now there are 493 miles, 
In 1879 there were only 363 meters and 17,587 
taps. Now there are 56,865 taps and 4,093 
meters. There were but 1,619 fire plugs in 
£79° to-day there are 5,020. 

The total cost of operating end main- 
tainine the works, extending pipes and 
pumping for the year 1896 was $1,155,517; the 
revenue for that year was $1,310.41, 6 
clear gain of $154,895, 

In 18% there was a small deficiency, oeca- 
sioned by the fact that almost a million 
dollars Was spent that year on the extet- 
of pumping works—in figures, $930,175, 
largest amount by $200,000 ever spent in 
one year for such purpose. It was an 
investment In plant that was almost entire- 
ly met by this year’s income alone, and 
will enable the city to annually increase ite 
revenues for many years to come,

MARRIAGE LICENSES, 


The signature of the treaty took place 
in the large diplomatic room at the State 
Department, and was attended by the usual 
formalities. The delegates of the various 
Governments assembied at least an hour 
and a half before the hour appointed for 
the formal signature of the document, and 
were met by Gen. Foster. @There were 
some preliminaries to be disPosed of be- 
fore all was ready for the signatures, and 
the delegates were obliged to leave the 
department for short vis:ts to their lega- 
tions, in order to obtain seals and certain 
papers of authorization that were neces- 
sary. 

Finally at noon all was ready, and led 
by Gen, Foster the delegates passed into 
the diplomatic room and took their places 
at the long tables. There were for the 
United States Messrs. Foster, Hamlin and 
Jordan; for Russia, DeWollant, Botkine 
and Routkowsky, and for Japan, Charge 
Matsui Fujiti and Mitsikuri. Secretary 
Sherman was not present, as the Govern- 
ment was. fully represented by its dele- 
gates, 

The credentials of the parties were read 
in turn, and after the treaty had been 
carefully inspected the signatures were at- 
tached. The first signatures were those of 
Messrs. Foster, Hamlin and Jordan, and the 
other were attached in order according to 
the og os ray copy of the document hela 
by the delegates. There were three copies 
of ‘th's, one for each nation represented, 
and the delegates of each nation signed 
their own copy first. The sealing of the 
documents was attended to by Mr. De 
Wollant, the Charge @’Affairs of the Rus- 
sian Government, and William Gwynne, the 
latter being an expert in this line, having 
sealed almost every treaty negotiated here 
since the treaty of Washington. 

With the affixing of the seals in wax the 
formalities concluded and there was an ex- 
change of congratulations over the consum- 
mation of the work. 

The text of the treaty will not be given out 
by the State Department until final ratifica- 
tions are exchanged. As the document must 
£0 to the Senate for !ts ayproval, custom re- 
quired that it be withheld from publicatidn 
in this manner, It is said, however, by 
those concerned, that the general purposes 
of the treaty have been already outlined in 
the press and it is likely that what further
